February Guest Speaker 


Dr. Bruce Edgar AG6BJ Bio 


Bruce built his first speaker at age 15 from a 1956 Popular Electronics 

¥ article. He continued building speakers from magazine articles into the 
1980's. Dissatisfied with their compromised performance, he started 
designing his own speakers, using his physics and engineering experience, 
and submitting them to Speaker Builder magazine. After several successful 
design publications, the editor of Speaker Builder awarded Bruce a 
Contributing Editor position. In 1995, Bruce left aerospace work and started 
Edgarhorn which was devoted to high performance horn loudspeakers. From, 1995 to 2007, his speakers 
were listed in the top 10 at the Las Vegas Consumer Electronics Show. Because of mounting health problems, 
Bruce retired from full time speaker production in 2008. Looking at new hobby pursuits, he earned his first 
ham ticket as KJ6DJL in 2009. After operating with a general license on SSB for a year, he was appalled by the 
poor quality of ham radio speakers. So he started designing his own by trial and error to achieve better voice 
quality and gain experience. That experience led to the successful development of the Elecraft SP3 speaker. 


Development of the Elecraft SP3 Speaker 
Dr. Bruce C. Edgar AG6BJ 


The project started with a phone call from David Shoaf, customer support at Elecraft. He told me that 
Elecraft needed a speaker design to fit in the P3 box. David knew | would be interested because he knew of 
my speaker design background. | came up with an acoustic transmission line design in a wood box that fit 
the volume of a P3 cabinet. | demonstrated the transmission line box with several speaker candidates: the K3 
3”, a HSU 3”, and a MISCO 3x5” oval to the Elecraft CEO, Eric Swartz. The 3x5 speaker was clearly superior 
to the 3” speakers in speech quality and frequency response. Elecraft hired me as a consultant on the basis 
of the demo. We tried several other 3x5 speakers and selected the best candidate on the basis of its superior 
uncolored sound. The acoustic transmission line design proved to be difficult to manufacture so the P3 box 
was tried without the transmission line duct work. The response difference between the two designs proved 
to be minimal, but the metal P3 box had resonance problems. It required two redesigns of the sheet metal 
box to eliminate all of the secondary resonances. The Elecraft SP3 speaker was finally introduced at Hamcon, 
September 2015. The initial reviews have complimented the SP3 on its well damped cabinet design and good 
sound quality. 

The talk will review the physics of loudspeakers. It will also include live sound demos of various trial 
speakers with accompanying resonance phenomena.

e A legal photo ID (driver's license, passport) or Two forms of non-photo ID; e.g., birth certificate, social 
security card, library card, utility bill or other business correspondence with name of the examinee as it 
appears on the Form 605 and current mailing address. 

e Your Social Security Number (SSN) or FCC-issued Federal Registration Number (FRN). 

e If applicable, the original and a photocopy of your current Amateur Radio license and any Certificates of 
Successful Completion of Examination (CSCE) you may have from previous exam _ session. 
(Photocopies will not be returned.) 

e Two number two pencils with erasers, and a pen. 

e Acalculator with memory erased and formulas cleared (no iPhones, iPads, etc.). 

e Test Fee: $15.00 (cash or check). 


If you fail an element and wish to retake it, we are required to charge an additional test fee. If you pass an 
element, we typically offer and encourage you to take the next element. We do not charge an additional test 
fee for this and it gives you the opportunity to see what the next exam element is like!
